Exporting and importing films like these seems to present 
some astonishingly complex problems which nobody knows 
about until they try. These articles are based on years of

A large number of 
lecturers, distinguished in the educational, psychological and 
medical world, have agreed to co-operate with the college 
authorities and the curriculum will include lectures on child 
psychology, paediatrics social and preventive medicine, 
psychiatry and the educational aspect of cerebral palsy, as 
well as special methods for handicapped children, speech 
therapy, art, handwork, music and physical education.

NEW APPOINTMENTS 


TOWN AND VILLAGE ORGANISATION 


Pilot Scheme 


in Hampshire 


Captain Swinley Appointed as Organiser 


N important step forward in the 
Society’s work can be seen in the 
appointment of Capt. C. S. B. Swinley, 
D.S.O., D.S.C., R.N., as Organiser of a 
Pilot Scheme to be run for one year in 
the county of Hampshire. 

The idea which prompted this scheme 
had its origin in the deliberations of the 
South Eastern Regional Council, which, 
since its inception, has been concerned 
over those areas within the Region which 
are not covered by groups or which are 
covered only inadequately. The present 
pilot scheme has been based on the pro- 
posals put forward by this Council, and 
Hampshire has been chosen for the ex- 
periment as it has a mixture of urban, 
suburban and rural groups and many 
areas which are not covered by any group. 

The purpose of this scheme is to enlist 
the help of individuals who will, in cer- 
tain well defined respects, act as repre- 
sentatives of the Society—or of a group. 
These individuals may or may not already 
be members of groups: preference will 
be given to the former, but when suitable 
persons are not available from this source, 
those with good records of social work 
or other acceptable qualifications will be 
invited to take up the work. Appoint- 
ments will be made in relation to need, 
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but may initially be on the basis of one 
representative for each town and village 
in the county: all appointments within 
group areas will be subject to the ap- 
proval of the groups concerned. 

The organisation thus created will be 
an extension of the Society’s existing 
organisation, but in no sense will it be a 
substitute for it. Representatives will re- 
ceive literature and will act as channels 
for both the dissemination and the collec- 
tion of information: they will not handle 
money nor will they undertake welfare 
work. 

The Regional Officer could not be 
expected to run such a scheme in addi- 
tion to carrying out his normal duties 
and so an Organiser has been appointed 
to concentrate on it: he will answer to a 
special sub-committee of the South- 
Eastern Regional Council which has been 
set up for this purpose. Much will be left 
to the Organiser’s initiative. 

The scheme, it is stressed, is experi- 
mental and it must be capable of modi- 
fication in the light of experience. The 
information which will be obtained from 
it will, it is thought, be invaluable to 
the Society and to groups for planning in 
the future. 


The Organiser will operate from 


Winchester, where he has an office at 32 
St. Cross Road. 


Capt. Swinley, whose home is in 
Gloucestershire, should be an excellent 
man for the job. He saw 35 years’ ser- 
vice in the Navy and proved himself a 
brilliant destroyer commander in World 
War II, when he was awarded the D.S.C. 
for preventing war material from falling 
into the hands of the enemy during the 
evacuation of Dunkirk. From June, 1940, 
until December, 1941, he was in com- 
mand of H.M.S. Isis in the Mediterranean 
and saw much action during the evacua- 
tion of Greece and Crete and combined 
operations off the Syrian coast, being 
awarded the D.S.O. for his gallantry and 
distinguished service. Later he held 
Staff appointments in Malta and at the 
Admiralty. 

For some 18 months shortly after the 
war, he was Chief of Naval Information, 
doing much to foster cordial relations 
between Fleet Street and the Admiralty. 


Since retiring from the Service, he has 
seen a tour of duty as a Senior Inspector 
of the Whale Fishery at South Georgia 
in the Antarctic.

ape Council Chamber, Agriculture 
House, Knightsbridge was filled to 
capacity at the Annual General Meeting 
in October. The Society’s research physi- 
cian, Professor Paul E. Polani, F.R.C.P., 
Prince Philip Professor of Child Health 
Research, attended the meeting and gave 
a short talk about Medical Research and 
the work of the Paediatric Research Unit. 


The minutes of the Extraordinary 
General Meeting, held on May 6, 1961, 
were approved and adopted, and the 
Hon. Treasurer, Mr. Burn, presented the 
Annual Report and Accounts for the year 
ended April 5, 1961. Messrs. Kemp 
Chatteris & Co. were re-appointed the 
Society’s auditors. 


Chairman’s Report 


This was followed by a report by the 
Chairman, Mr. J. F. G. Emms. Local 
groups were asked to keep the Society 
fully informed of their plans, especially 
of the estimated date on which any grants 
would be required. As the Executive 
Committee had to plan the timing and 
distribution of grants, they could warn 
groups of possible delay if too many were 
needed at one time. 


The Society was particularly concern- 
ed with the problems facing parents of 
backward and physically dependent spas- 
tic children for whom neither the State 
nor the Society can yet offer residential 
care. Nottingham had been chosen as the 
centre for a pilot scheme and talks were 
in progress with city authorities. If a 
suitable home could be found quickly it 
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was hoped to start the service within the 
next six months. 


The Chairman reported on the develop- 
ment of the Society and on the new 
offices at 12 Park Crescent, which had 
been taken on a 42-year lease at a low 
rental. Fitzroy Square had been retained, 
but let on a three-year lease in case these 
offices should be needed again if the 
Society should continue to grow. 


The report of the Working Party on 
the amalgamation had been accepted by 
the Executive Committee, yet, because 
of many points to be cleared up, albeit of 
a minor nature, it seemed likely that it 
would be 12 months before amalgamation 
would be accomplished. 

Application from local groups for 
grants should go to the Local Projects 
Secretary. A Local Groups sub-committee 
dealt with all matters concerning local 
group projects, though groups would 
probably wish to confer with a number 
of people including their Regional Officer 
before making a formal application. 

It was a policy of the Executive Com- 
mittee to provide hostel accommodation, 
where suitable premises could be found, 
near local work centres for homeless 
spastics who could attend them. The first 
of these would be opened shortly near 
Ruislip.

Resolutions 


A resolution submitted by the Bridg- 
water and District Friends of Spastics 
Association concerning the appointment 
of Regional Officers was withdrawn after 
discussion. A comparable statement had 
been made by the Plymouth Spastics 
Association. 

The Norfolk and Norwich Spastic 
Association proposed that all spastics be 
registered with the local authority and 
that more beds be made available in 
N.H.S. hospitals for cot and chair cases 
of mentally sub-normal spastic children. 
Norfolk stressed that as they were a rural 
area it was more difficult to keep in con- 
tact with people who needed help. 

The Chairman stated that those spas- 
tics who were of school age were regis- 
tered as well as those who were working 
and those who benefit from national 
assistance. There was no other register 
of handicapped people. It was pointed 
out, however, that if this resolution were 
passed, a mildly handicapped adult might 
be put in the position of going to court 
for failing to register. Registration was 
only partly the answer and it was agreed 
to leave the proposal with the Executive 
Committee for discussion. An amend-

Professor Polani 


Prof. Polani was given a warm wel- 
come and he thanked the assembly for 
giving him the opportunity to speak to 
members and thank them for the help 
they had given to medical research by 
allowing it to be carried out in the way 
it should be done. 

Medical research in cerebral palsy had 
a tendency to become quite difficult 
once one scratched below the surface, but 
this was true of research generally. One 
often had to take short cuts and deviate 
considerably from the direct path. It was 
fortunate that the Society and its ad- 
ministrators had realised this from the 
beginning and had followed advice from 
the Medical Advisory Committee. 

Research into cerebral palsy could be 
divided into methods of treatment and 
prevention. The condition was a complex 
disorder which must engage the thoughts, 
energies and work of a great many people 
with different interests and disciplines. 

The professor spoke about research in 
America and their Pregnancy Wastage 
Project, sponsored by the Public Health 
Service at the suggestion of the World 
Health Organisation. When working in 
the States for six months in 1959 he had 
been closely concerned with this project 
which might have relevance to research 
into cerebral palsy. The World Health 
Organisation was planning a collaborative 
project on prematurity in Europe in-

volving four or five units in this country 
and some medical centres and research 
units in Scandinavia because of the 
similarity in structure and language be- 
tween these countries. 

The work of the Paediatric Research 
Unit and some of the tactics of the re- 
search worker were described. Great co- 
ordination was needed between the people 
with the problem and the research workers. 
The unit worked as a team and were 
trying to find out, on a quantitative 
basis, the effect of treatment and which 
treatment was best. They had to integrate 
with other workers in the field and Pro- 
fessor Polani hoped that there would be 
very strong ties with the Education Re- 
search Unit when this was established. 


Through its library service and the 
help of the newly-established N.S.S. 
Medical Education and Information Unit, 
the Paediatric Research Unit was able 
to communicate its knowledge and find- 
ings to the outside world. 

The professor said that he knew no 
evidence to suggest that cerebral palsy 
was decreasing. Some forms were be- 
coming less common because of treatment 
and some more frequent because of the 
increased ability of doctors to keep babies 
alive. Even if the frequency lessened by 
5 per cent the Society would still want 
to increase the quality of care and treat- 
ment. 

The Chairman thanked Prof. Polani 
for his talk and said that if the professor 
was grateful to the Society, he knew that 
in their turn the Society were also grate- 
ful to him. 


Society’s’ Reputation 

The Chairman said that the reputa- 
tion of the Society was founded on the 
way in which it went about its business in 
the regions, in the groups and at head 
office. Members asked the Society to 
approach central authorities for help but 
they should bear in mind that none of 
these people was bound to help. The 
degree to which they did so was a 
measure of the Society’s reputation. 


Vote of Thanks 


Mrs. Welch, of the Southampton 
Group, proposed a vote of thanks to the 
Chairman, Executive Committee and 
staff of the N.S.S. She felt that the 
Society now had a mighty force for good 
that was unsurpassed by any other 
voluntary organisation. 


Visit to Work Centre 

In the afternoon the delegates were 
taken by coach to the Work Centre of 
the Central Middlesex Spastics Welfare 
Association in South Ruislip. 

The centre was first opened in Sep- 
tember, 1957, to test the capacity for 
work under sheltered conditions of those 
spastics unable to procure or retain open 
employment. At first limited to semi- 
skilled jobs, the employees did these so 
well that local companies, under sub- 
contract, gave them the opportunity of 
doing more difficult work.

NEW APPEALS MEDIUM 


Peta in Watford High Street 
in Hertfordshire a few weeks ago 
were intrigued to see a film star step into 
the window of a ladies’ outfitters and 
place a Please-Help-Spastics “window 
sticker” on the glass. The star was 
Shirley Eaton: the occasion—the launch- 
ing of a new local appeals medium for 
the National Spastics Society. 

The Society is carrying out a pilot 
scheme in Watford and in Preston with 
these “window stickers” to test public 
reaction to a doll-like figure adopted as 
a symbol of spasticity. This design is 
already being used in some of the 
Society’s current advertisements. 

Five thousand self-adhesive coloured 
““window stickers” bearing an eight-inch 
replica of the figure were kindly donated 
to the Society by Tickopres Ltd., the 
label printers of London and Harwich, 


who have already done a 
great deal to help spastics. 
These “stickers” can be fixed 
to the inside of shop windows 
in seconds without cuffs and 
tempers being spoilt by gum 
or paste. 

For the pilot scheme each 
of the two groups, Watford 
and Preston, was allocated 
2,500 “stickers”. At the foot 
of each is an appeal for funds 
to assist local projects for 
spastics. 

If the pilot scheme is suc- 
cessful other groups will be invited to 
obtain their own “stickers” from Ticko- 
pres Ltd. A charge will be made for 
overprinting local details. Further in- 
formation on this will be given at a later 
date, once the success of the scheme has 
been established.

EMOTIONAL 


ASPECTS OF CEREBRAL PALSIED 


ADOLESCENTS 


WITHIN THEIR FAMILY AND SOCIETY 


by Miss E. F. Townsend, Senior Social Worker 


HE number of the estimated 75,000 

cerebral palsied subjects in this coun- 
try who are going to reach material and 
social independence is relatively small. 
We must pursue material and social in- 
dependence wherever possible, not to 
the exclusion of spiritual development, 
but as a pathway. In pursuit of inde- 
pendence in daily terms we may find 
alternatives for those who physically and 
intellectually will never progress so far. 


Many cerebral palsied subjects fail to 
maintain themselves materially and 
socially not because of physical and in- 
tellectual deprivation but from emotional 
and social inadequacy. Those involved in 
work with that group known as “the 
school leavers” work valiantly with the 
problems of “emotional maturity” and 
“social maturity”. They are being asked 
to rectify patterns which have been 
wrongly laid and they are often asked to 
do this in isolation. 

Properly based and adequate teamwork 
must be available for the child to benefit. 
What is the team for cerebral palsy?: 


The family Medicine 
Social service 


Education 


equal partners in a team related closely 
to the subject—the cerebral palsied child. 

As a family caseworker, I can comment 
upon the methods of working with the 
cerebral palsied and their families from 
two points of view: — 


(a) Comment offered by the many hun- 
dreds of families with whom I have 
had contact. 


(6) Observation of the progress of the 
children and adults and the problems 
they put forward. 


The Family — the first and foremost 
member of the Cerebral Palsy team. The 
parents are the only people who can tell 
us how the cerebral palsied baby and 
infant lives, how its emotions are pat- 
terned and what it may look forward to 
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in terms of family support and relation- 
ship. 

They are often inexpert witnesses, un- 
trained observers, and emotionally in- 
volved. We must never begrudge time 
spent in unravelling their testimony and 
helping them to observe objectively, 
without losing the loving emotion. 

Social workers have found over a long 
period of observation that the family of 
the cerebral palsied child passes through 
crisis points. The worst enemies of 
stable emotions within the family 
are the bad handling at crisis points, 
physical jfatigue on the part of the 
mother, and social isolation. 


The crisis points are: 


1. Pre-diagnosis. If the child has a 
normal birth and is apparently nor- 
mal in the first months, there is 
always a period (weeks or months) 
of tension when doubt first occurs. 


2. Diagnosis. Whether this be at birth 
or some time later, the shock that 
your child suffers from an incurable 
disease which has physical and may- 
be intellectual and emotional mani- 
festations is hard to take. The 
greatest crisis comes about now, 
usually a few weeks after the news 
is given, when the first numbness 
wears off. 


3. School age. Somewhere between 
four and seven years the question of 
intellectual assessment will arise and 
this gives rise to crisis within the 
family, especially in the cases of 
severe physical handicap or allied 
intellectual handicap. 


4. Adolescence. At some point be- 
tween 13 and 16 years the family 
will begin to question, openly, the 
possibilities of material and social 
independence, often just at the time 
when the child is beginning to 
suffer a full knowledge of being 
handicapped and not as others. 


5. Parents’ middle age. At the stage 
when the child is physically adult, 


dependent and becomes an increas- 
ing physical and emotional drain 
on the parents, with perhaps over 
pressure on siblings, resulting in 
family tensions and pain for the 
cerebral palsied subject if he is 
capable of awareness. 


How these crisis points are dealt with, 
the parents’ relationships with the rest 
of the Cerebral Palsy team and the facili- 
ties that are put forward for the support 
of the child and the family at and be- 
tween the crisis points will determine the 
emotional stability of the child and his 
acceptance within his family and society. 

Through accepting other members of 
his family, the cerebral palsied child 
learns to accept society and to have a 
respect, within his capacity, for needs 
beyond his own. 

The foundations of family acceptance 
must be laid early and results depend on 
how the family are handled in the first 
two of the crisis periods. Many family 
tensions arising in the fifth, sixth and 
seventh year of a child’s life have their 
foundations in the pre-diagnosis crisis 
having been badly handled. A common 
difficulty is that in the initial stages of 
feeling there is something abnormal the 
parents are “reassured”, only to find 
months later that their suspicions were 
correct. This puts the family in very bad 
relation to medical advice. 

I have wasted many hours in the past 
by discussing with the parents problems 
that I imagined to exist. The parents 
appreciate the doctor, psychologist, 
teacher and social worker who is per- 
missive rather than authoritative, open 
and available to them and their ideas. 
We should make it possible to give the 
time necessary, for there is little else we 
can offer in many cases. 

The professional team should not, 
through lack of time and social investi- 
gation, accept the surface acceptances 
within the family. Most parent counsel- 
ling at the present time is given within an 
interviewing or clinical situation. At this 
time the parents are thirsty for personal 


knowledge about their child and the pos- 
sibilities of treatment and development. 
This produces tension within them, which 
limits their comprehension of all but the 
most factual statements and even these 
become barbled by the conflict between 
what they want to hear and what they are 
hearing. For example, at the interview 
connected with first diagnosis it becomes 
evident to the social worker, through con- 
versation with the family in their home 
situation months and even years later, 
that the parents were entirely numbed 
and incapable of positively relating 
themselves to the situation at the time of 
first diagnosis. In many cases they are 
given a diagnosis and told to return in 
three or four months, though often 
physiotherapy or other measures are ar- 
ranged for the intervening period. I 
believe that it would be of great service 
if the Consultant making the diagnosis 
could see the parents again after about 
10 days, in order to have a further and 
longer discussion with them in regard to 
the overall implications of the condition 
and the possibilities of development. 

A great deal of the tension which con- 
tinues throughout the family life is re- 
lated to the tension of the pre-diagnosis 
period and the immediate post-diagnosis 
period, with the second greatest mounting 
of tension at the intellectual assessment 
stage. 


The Professional Team. Parents would 
be greatly helped if the complete team, 
in terms of medicine, education and 
social service, could be in contact with 
them fairly early in the life of their 
cerebral palsied child. It helps them 
also to see the relationships between 
mobility, communication, sensory recog- 
nition and so forth. In group training it 
is possible to help parents to an overall 
view of their child and the individual 
child’s advantages and disadvantages. 
The one precaution that must be taken 
before group training is started is to 
ensure that full assessment has been made 
made by Medical and Educational Con- 
sultants, and the parents given advice on

their individual child’s disabilities and 
capabilities from a proper professional 
standpoint. 

The only aspect of a handicapped 
child of 11 years with a mental age of 
3 years that is bizarre is the disparity 
between his physical structure and his 
mental and social ability. It is important 
that the parents be aided to see that the 
child is, within his limitations, a complete 
entity and that it is necessary for them to 
understand the simplification of his 
world and demand. 

Even the intelligent spastic child and 
adolescent finds it difficult to relate situ- 
ation to situation. For example, the 
relationship of what happens at home to 
what happens in boarding school seems 
to me to be in compartments rather than 
an intermixing. This “compartmenting” 
of life seems to relate to the lack of 
normal experiences in the first years of 
life, because of sensory, spatial and other 
deprivations. The child passes through 
a life of particular situations rather than 
through a flow of experiences. This seems 
to be the clue to a great deal of the lack 
of social intuition on the part of even 
the most developed and adult spastic. 

If the Medical Consultants, who are 
the persons of first contact, are able to 
bring in the other members of the team 
at an early stage, so that when the time 
for education and social service comes 
forward the parents are already aware of 
the approach and need, and familiar with 
the disciplines involved, they will be more 
readily able to co-relate the advices and 
look on their child as a whole. It is par- 
ticularly essential that the psychologist 
should be brought in early, in order to 
gain a baseline for the child’s develop- 
ment and to direct pre-school stimula- 
tion, so that the parents do not feel that 
the child is in a situation of “test” when 
the time for intellectual assessment comes. 

There are great gaps of months and 
at some stages even years, when close 
relation to specialised help is not neces- 
sary, but it is essential that at each stage 
the parents should be put into positive re- 
lation with their child, so that the inter- 


vening period may pass with them having 
an active rather than negative role. For 
instance, if the child is seen at three years 
and it is obvious that his or her mental 
age is 18 months, if the parents can be 
helped to understand this fact, have the 
motor, sensory and intellectual loss ex- 
plained and perhaps be put in contact 
with a nursery teacher who will advise 
on social stimulus, play therapy and the 
range of experiences through which the 
child should be put, the parents will feel 
more able to cope and therefore will be 
able to accept the bad news more logic- 
ally and less emotionally. 

It is important from the very first 
stage of knowledge in the parents that 
they have a cerebral palsied child for 
them to be reassured that the professional 
members of the Cerebral Palsy team see 
the child as a human entity with a human 
spirit. It is difficult for parents some- 
times to see their child, in the adversity 
of its handicap, as a human entity, especi- 
ally when the intelligence is much de- 
pleted. I have met many mothers who 
secretly find their child revolting and 
expect others to suffer this revulsion in 
even greater degree. It is for the pro- 
fessional worker to help the mother 
through this revulsion and to show her 
the human entity, how ever hidden it 
may be. Too often it is considered proper 
to remove the child from the mother in 
these cases and unless the child is re- 
moved on proper emotional basis, no 
solution or emotional stability is truly 
reached. 

If I find a family in emotional distress, 
it is usually on one of two counts: firstly 
it is because the child’s handling has be- 
come over emphasised in one or other 
professional respects: secondly the mother 
is in extreme physical fatigue. 

Full assessment, treatment and train- 
ing towards material, social and spiritual 
fulfilment for all degrees of handicap 
and need must be pursued. But in 
achieving these aims every effort should 
be made to diminish physical and emo- 
tional fatigue for the parents, and especi- 
ally for the mother.
